“THE MopBL GOVERVOR.”’—Under 
this heading the Charlotte Odserver 
reyiews the many peculiar idiosyn-~ 
cracies in the character of the present 
Governor of North Varolina, Curtis 
H. Brogden, Esq., of Wayne, from 
which review we extract the follew- 
ing: 

‘“‘When he was in the Legislature 
before the war, he waS known as the 
hardest shell of hardest shell Demo- 
crats. Was opposed to all railroads, 
and all other internal improvements. 
He voted against the charter of the 
Central N. C. R. R., though it was to 
run through the centre of his county, 
Wayne. He was always warrin 
upon the railroads after they h 
been built, and at one time intro- 
duced into the Legislature a bill pro- 
viding, that if any railroad shouid 
kill a cow or other stock, the 
owner of the cattle might take out a 
warrant against the railroad, and 
serve it on any director, stock-holder, 
depot agent, conductor, &c. And if 
none of these could be found conven- 
iently, then the plaintiff might serve 
his process on the nearest Justice of 
the Peace. Senator Lillington, of 
Davie, moved to amend by adding, 
‘And if no Justice of the Peace can 
conveniently be found, then the pro- 
cess may be served on the locomotive 
as it passes any part of the road.’ ”’

WISCONSIN. 

MILwavKer, Nov. 5.—Returne 
from ren.ote towns are unfavorable 
to the Rejiblicans.

CINCIN* ATI, Nov. 5.—To the Cin- 
cinuati Lnguirer a specail dispa‘cn 
from St.jLouis says, **the announce- 
ment is made that the United Siates 
Grand Jury have found an indict- 
ment agniust ex-U. S. District Attor- 
neys Patrick and Krum, ex-l. 5. 
Marshall C. A. Newcomb, Orville 
Grant, brother of the Presideui, Gen. 
Babcock, the President’s Private 
Secretary, and others. The greatest 
excitement prevails. The indict- 
ments charge them with conspiracy 
with St. Louis distillers to defraud 
the government out of the tuxes oa 
an immense amount of crooked 
whiskey. ‘Theindictments grew out 
of the testimony before the Grand 
Jury of Jos.

FAKMING INTERESTS. 


Profit in Farming. 


The Southern farmer taiks about 
his hard jet, »nd concludes that far- 
mers of all other countries are doing 
better than they are doing in this. 
It is all a mistake. Mauy of our 
iarmers are scratching along through 
hard times, no doubt, and some of 
them are sadly im debt, but how much 
better is it with the farmers of other 
sections of the country. How much 
better is it even in the famous agri- 
cultural regions of the great North- 
west, the best agricultural country in 
the world, as claimed? Read the 
following extract from an address 
lutely deliyered before the Kishwau- 
kee (IlJs.) Farmers’ Club, and then 
answer the last question asked above: 

Profit in farming consists not 
wholly in dollars and cents. The in- 
telligent farmer who loves his busi- 
ness, and successfully rears his fami-~ 
ly in spite of insects, drought or 
storms, and at the same time in~ 
creases the fertility of his soil, with- 
out being engulfed in «a whirlpool of 
debts, is really richer in true man- 
hood and life usefullness than many 
a miilionaire with his ill-gotten gains. 
We do not expect, and hardly care to 
convince each other, that any one 
branch of farm pursuit is so much 
more profitable than others as to 
make usrush pell-mell to that branch, 
for which, perhaps, neither aptitude 
nor education in farm Jife rit us. Of 
course, as a body of intelligent gen- 
tlemen, we expect to learn many 
things from our comparison ef views 
and statement of facts. For one, I 
shall be content if we show to each 
other several methods by which farm- 
ers with ordinary intelligence and 
without too constant and excessive 
toil, can secure enough of this world’s 
goods to make life happy, home 
cheerful, our children intelligent, 
and an accumuiating safety fund for 
our deciining years. I would not 
have farmers ali rich if I could, but I 
would gladly see that day of jubilee 
that must have so cheered the ancient 
world, when debts were banished 
from existence. This great northwest, 
aptiy stvled the garden of the 
world, is crippled from debt, till 
vreat masses of farmers are not 
really free men. Farmers 
owe the merchart. and hence in a 
measure feel compelled to trade on, 
in Spite, it may be, of excessive 
prices. The implement yendor has 
many a farmers note running on at 
ten per cent. piled on top, perhaps 
of a fifty per cent. profit to start with: 
ence, such vendor or agent has al~ 
most complete control of man » who 
dare not assert their freedom for fear 
of consequences. We have settled 
this good!y land, endured many 
hardships, toiled early and late to 
rear our families and provide com< 
fortable homes for the coming years: 
and while I rejoice in the success of 
many, still I cannot close my eyes to 
the paiufu! fact that more t san half 
the farmers of the west are slaves to 
debt. Farm mortgages and notes 
with high rates of Interest, are rapid- 
ly eating out their substance. Now 
if in our discussions we can suggest 
any branch or branches of farming 
that will tend to lift the struggling 
farmer from bis difficulties—point out 

a ve accom ed good 
work.”’
